With it estimated that 225 men

A family of six children, three 
under school age, came to the Wel- 
fare shop Monday seeking cloth- 
ing—and there were no clothes for 
them. 

This particular family was sent 
to the shop by Miss Florence Arm- 
| Strong, principal of the Eighteenth 
street school, and Mrs. Lottie Fun- 
jler, school nurse. 

The older children had no shoes 
or other clothing that they could 
wear to school and the three 
babies lacked sufficient clothing 
to keep them warm. 

Miss Clara Lou Nisbet, Uplana 
Junior Welfare League chairman 
of the Welfare shop, leurned the 
shop's stock of used clothing 
was too low to supply the gar- 
ments needed by the children and 
other ways were found to clothe 
the family. 

However, in speaking of the in- 
creasing needs for used clothing 
with coming of cool weather, Miss 
Nisbet pointed to this family as an 
example of the problems the shop 
is being called upon to solve.
